FINDINGS: 


The EFRC determined both the use of force and tactics were within Department 
policy. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

The EFRC panel recommended Operation Safe Streets, Major Crimes Bureau 
and Training Bureau review the Vehicle Containment Technique (VCT) and 
determine if there should be codified training and a unit order devised to provide 
guidelines of its use by Los Angeles Sheriff's Department personnel.

On February 10, 2016, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Slade Carrizosa H] Sergeants Jonathan Hoyt = and 
Jorge Marchena [О] responded to the Command Post located at 1320 
Alondra Boulevard, in the city of Compton, regarding an on-duty non-hit shooting. 
Sergeant Jorge Marchena was assigned the responsibility for the administrative 
review of the incident. 


Lieutenant Slade Carrizosa checked to see that the Incident Commander, 
Lieutenant Ei took reasonable steps to ensure that the 
involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves 
or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel did not collectively 
consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, IAB Lieutenant 
Carrizosa checked to see if the incident commander attempted to have involved 
and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they provided 
a statement to the assigned investigators. 


SYNOPSIS 
On February 10, 2016, a Gang Surveillance Unit Team (GSU) compromised of 


personnel from Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS) conducted a surveillance 
operation in the city of Compton. The mission of the operation was to locate and 


apprehend Suspect Gary Hudson. Suspect Hudson was identified as = 
OSS Detective assumed control of the investigation 
regarding the August 12, 2015, ue to its gang ties in the city of 
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Compton. Detective EE contacted the GSU and requested their 
assistance with locating and apprehending Suspect Hudson. Detective|

Detective vas assigned as the lead investigator for the surveillance 
operation and prepared an operations plan [EXHIBIT B]. At the conclusion of 
the operations briefing, several unmarked surveillance vehicles were deployed 
on the 3600 block of Elizabeth Street and surrounding streets. Detective 

оок a position on the south side of Elizabeth Street in close proximity 
to the target location 


At 1100 hours Detective Иг. сс suspect Hudson emerge from the 
residence, walk north across Elizabeth Street, and enter a vehicle via the driver's 
door. The vehicle was parked on the north curb of Elizabeth Street facing west. 
Detective [EEE cave the order for the team to simultaneously converge on 
the suspect's vehicle, using his radio. Detective drove his unmarked 
vehicle east on Elizabeth Street and stopped offset in front of the suspect's 
vehicle. Detective 0 rove his unmarked vehicle west on Elizabeth Street 
and stopped behind the suspect's vehicle. 


Detective Navarrette approached the suspect's vehicle on foot along the south 
sidewalk of Elizabeth Street. Detective Navarrette was dressed in plain clothes 
wearing a marked tactical vest and armed with a rifle. Detective Landreth 
approached the suspect's vehicle on foot along the north sidewalk of Elizabeth 
Street. Detective Landreth was dressed in plain clothes wearing a marked 
tactical vest and armed. 


As Detective Navarrette approached the suspect's vehicle on the driver's side, he 
observed the suspect point a handgun at Detective who was still 
seated in his vehicle. Detective Navarrette shouted, “Sheriff, Sheriff, gun, gun, 
gun!” Fearing for Detective [EE ire, Detective Navarrette fired three 
rounds from his rifle at Suspect Hudson. Suspect Hudson turned toward 
Detective Navarrette and pointed his handgun at him. Detective Navarrette 
yelled “Sheriff, Sheriff’ at the suspect. The suspect continued to point his firearm 
at Detective Navarrette and Detective [ll Fearing for their lives, Detective 
Navarrette fired four additional rounds at the suspect. 
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The suspect dropped his weapon and was taken into custody without incident. 
The suspect was not injured. 


A Glock, model 27, .40 caliber, semi-automatic handgun was recovered from the 
driver's side floorboard of the suspect's vehicle. The weapon had a live round 
chambered. During a search of the suspect’s person, detectives recovered а 
loaded .40 caliber magazine [EXHIBIT C, EV-16,19]. 

No deputy personnel were injured during this incident. 

All deputy personnel involved in this incident authored reports [EXHIBIT A].

Hoyt and Jorge Marchena. They were assisted by Senior Criminalist April Wong, 
Forensic Identification Specialist Erika Di Palma and David Alonso from the 
Sheriff's Crime Lab. For descriptions of the evidence collected and where it was 
located, see the Crime Scene Investigation Report [EXHIBIT С]. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 

Two hours transpired from the shooting to IAB Investigator’s observations. 
The scene is described in detail in the Crime Scene Investigation Report by 
Senior Criminalist April Wong [EXHIBIT C]. Her description of the scene was 
consistent with IAB Investigator’s observations. The scene was also 
photographed by the aforementioned Sheriffs Crime Lab personnel 
[EXHIBIT F]. 


WEAPON USED BY DETECTIVE NAVARRETTE 


Detective Navarrette fired seven rounds of Department issued 9mm ammunition 
from his Department issued Heckler & Koch MP5, rifle. The firearm was 
examined by Senior Criminalist April Wong of the Scientific Services Firearms 
Identification Section and found to be functional [EXHIBIT G]. 
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Seven expended 9mm casings and seven bullet fragments were recovered at the 
scene [EXHIBIT C].

WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT HUDSON 


Suspect Hudson was armed with a loaded Glock, model 27, 9mm semi- 
automatic handgun. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


Two bullet strikes were located on the exterior of a residence at 

One bullet strike was to the east exterior wall. The bullet traveled іп а 
northwest direction and penetrated the wall. A second bullet strike was located 
in the west window opening of the south facing porch structure. The bullet 
traveled in a northwest direction and entered the structure. 


The suspect's vehicle sustained five bullet strikes. The following bullet holes and 
impacts were observed in the 2006 Cadillac STS, grey, 4-door sedan: 


e Bullet hole in the left rear passenger door, just forward of the door handle. 
The bullet traveled in a northwest and upward direction and penetrated the 
door. Fired bullet fragments were recovered from within the door. 


e Bullet hole in the forward edge of the left rear passenger door. The bullet 
traveled in a northwest and upward direction, perforated the forward edge 
of the door and impacted the rear face of the driver's door. 


e Bullet hole in the upper rear area of the driver's door. The bullet traveled 
in a northwest and upward direction and penetrated the door. The fired 
bullet was recovered from the door. 

e Bullet hole along the top of the window opening of the driver's door 
window. The bullet traveled in a northwest direction and penetrated the 
top of the driver's door. The fired bullet was recovered. 

e Bullet hole in the driver's door, just below the window opening. The bullet 
traveled in a northwest and upward direction and penetrated the door.

Officer, 245(D)(2) PC, Felon in Possession of a Firearm, 29800(A)(1) PC, and 
Felon in Possession of Ammunition, 30305(A)(1) PC. 

Suspect Hudson was convicted by a jury of Assault with a Deadly Weapon, 
245(A)(2) PC, Felon in Possession of a Firearm, 29800(A)(1) PC, and Felon in 
Possession of Ammunition, 30305(A)(1) PC. 

Suspect Hudson was sentenced to 8 years in state prison.

Detective 
Navarrette was working in an undercover capacity operating an unmarked 
vehicle. Detective Navarrette was assigned to take a surveillance position on 
Essey Avenue just south of the 3600 block of Elizabeth Street. Other members 
of the GSU team were positioned in different locations surrounding the suspect's 
residence.

Hudson had walked out of the residence located аў The 
suspect walked north across Elizabeth Street and entered the driver's seat of a 


vehicle parked on the north curb of Elizabeth Street. Detective fave 
the order to converge on the suspect. 


Detective Navarrette exited his vehicle and approached the suspect's vehicle on 
foot. When Detective Navarrette was 10-15 feet away from the suspect's 
vehicle, he saw Suspect Hudson point a handgun toward Detective И 
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Detective | 9 sitting in the driver's seat of his vehicle, which was 
stopped in front of the suspect's vehicle. Detective Navarrette yelled “Sheriff, 
Sheriff’ and “Gun, gun, gun.” Detective Navarrette fired three rounds from his 
rifle at the suspect [REFER TO DETECTIVE NAVARRETTE’S TRANCRIPT, 
PAGE 20]. 


Suspect Hudson turned toward Detective Navarrette and pointed his handgun at 
him. Detective Navarrette continued to yell “Sheriff, Sheriff’ at the suspect. The 
suspect continued to point his handgun at Detective Navarrette. Detective 
Navarrette fired four more rounds from his rifle at the suspect. Detective 
Navarrette took a position of cover behind Detective спос and ordered 
the suspect to drop his weapon and exit the vehicle.

Detective Landreth walked south on Essey Avenue and west on the north 
sidewalk of Elizabeth Street. As Detective Landreth approached the suspect's 
vehicle, he heard Detective Navarrette yell “Gun, gun, gun” and saw him fire 
three rounds at the suspect [REFER TO DETECTIVE LANDRETH’S 
TRANCRIPT, PAGES 8-9]. 


Detective Landreth took a position of cover behind Detective ME car and saw 
the suspect blade his body back toward Detective ME who was seated in the 
driver's seat of his vehicle. Detective Navarrette fired a couple more times at the 
suspect. From his angle, Detective Landreth did not see the suspect's gun. 

After the second volley of shots, Detective Landreth gave the suspect verbal 
commands to put his hands up and exit the vehicle. The suspect complied and 
was taken into custody without further incident [REFER TO DETECTIVE 
LANDRETH’S TRANSCRIPT, PAGES 8-12]. 


SUSPECT GARY HUDSON 


On February 11, 2016, Suspect Gary Hudson was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Jonathan Hoyt and Jorge Marchena. The interview was 
conducted at Men’s Central Jail. 


Suspect Hudson exited his [house to move сәт. When the 
suspect exited the residence, he observed a light brown vehicle with dark tinted 
windows parked at the corner. The suspect walked across the street to his 
ШЕШШ Vehicle which was parked on the north side of the street. Suspect 
Hudson was going to move the vehicle to the driveway. When he entered the 
driver's side of the vehicle, he observed a gun left by his fon the center 
console. As soon as the suspect closed the door, the light brown vehicle “sailed” 
toward the driver's side of his vehicle. When the suspect looked up, he saw a 
man point a rifle at him and shoot. The suspect was holding the gun he took 
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from the center console when he was fired upon [REFER TO SUSPECT 
HUDSON’S TRANSCRIPT, PAGE 1]. 


The man with the rifle fired five shots at the suspect. Suspect Hudson initially 
only saw the man point a rifle at him, but also saw the green vest the man was 
wearing. The suspect recognized the vest to be worn by “Sheriff's”. The suspect 
did not see any logos or patches on the vest, but recognized the appearance of 
the vest to be worn by law enforcement. After the shots were fired, the suspect 
heard the man yell “Gary, Gary, get down.” The suspect yelled “Don’t shoot no 
more.” The suspect dropped the gun he had in his hand and exited the vehicle 
without further incident. The suspect denied ever pointing the gun at any person 
during the incident [REFER TO SUSEPCT HUDSON’S TRANSCRIPT, PAGES 
6-11].
